Trains from all 
pointe were crowded with would-be settiers, 
and the Santa Fe road is rushing forward all 
its available rolling stock for use on its Indian 
Territory branch. Atthe head of one party 
of Missourians at the depot yesterday was 
a man who would have been considered 
insane had it not been for the trust and obedi- 
ence he exacted from his rather hardy follow- 
ers. He was tall, lank, dressed in rou gh, 
worn clothing and hada thin, shrewd face 
and a scrubby chin whisker. Over his panta- 
loons and stuffed in the top of his big jack 
boots he wore a sensational pair of overalls, 
made of bunting stamped with small Ameri- 
can flags. He carried a long brown rifle of the 
ancient but accurate ball-and-patch pattern 
and around his waist were strapped a brace of 
cannon-calibred navies and a large kuife. 
The leader’s name was Daniel Gentis, and his 
company had been organized in Davis County, 
Mo. Gentis had visited Okiahoma a short time 
ago and returned last week to escort his 
friends. The company was most thoroughly 
armed and will certainly frighten the timid 
and provoke the bold. When asked if he was 
looking for trouble in Oklahoma, Gentis said:

HAILED WITH CHEERS, 


The New York Authorities Chopping Down 
Telegraph Poles. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, April 16.—To-day is likely to be 
eventful in the war against the overhead wires 
and telegraph’ poles, and to-night the amuse- 
ment and hotel center, whichis almost coin- 
cident with the subway district, may find 
itself in comparative darkness. The arrange- 
ments for replacing the brilliant electric 
lights with the yellow flames of the back num- 


ber gaslights are -not so complete as to 
give assurances that all of the 
streets will be made equally illuminated. The 
orderto Department of Public Worksto re- 
move the overhead wires inthe subway dis- 
driet has been prepared in accordance with 
the notice of more than three months ago. It 
will be signed early to-day by Mayor Grant on 
the receipt of acertified copy ofthe order of 
Judge Wallace dissaolying the Western 
Union’s injunction against the authorities 
and the notice that the order is on 
record. The Mayor learned yesterday 
by atelegram from John M. Bowers at Syra- 
cuse, thatthe order was signed and would be 
duly recorded in the clerk’s office of the 
U nited States Circuit Court here to-day. 

Commissioner D. Lowber Smitb of the De- 

artment of Public Works, said that his 

epartment was all ready for the 
order. Three gangs of workmen were already 
organized for the attack upon the poles and 
wires. By doubling up these gangs, or work- 
ing them double time, a great deal of destruc- 
tion cvuld be accomplished. The only thing 
that can stop them will be the exhaustion of 
the appropriation for the removal of obstruc- 
tions and encumbrances m the streets. But 
that Is still in the neighborhood of $50,000, and 
may be increased by transfers by the Board of 
Estimate. The entire subway district, which 
is not very large, will no doubt be denuded of 
overhead wires and poles. 

Stephen McCormack, superintendent of the 
Bureau of Lamps and Gas, does not promise 
that the 2,000 street gas lamps necessary to re- 
place the electric lights will be ready for use 
to-night. But that is not as important as it 
would seem at first glance, as the whole of the 
electric lights will probably not be knocked 
out at once. The lanterns and globes were 
removed fromthe lamp posts when the gas 
ceased to be used, and for the 2,000lamps 
onl 500 globes are available to-day, 
But Mr. McCormack says that ‘there will be 
little delay in getting the lamps in shape. 
Mayor Grant will probably issue an order to 
the Department of Public Works this morning 
to begin at Union Square the work of slaught- 
ering the poles and overhead wires. Nothing 
but the police and fire wires are to be left un- 
touched. Broadway from Fourteenth street 
to Forty-tifth street is the principal 
street affected. Here the United States, 
the Manhattan and Brush Electric 
light wires, with a few telegraph wires, will 
have to go. Nearly all the side streets be- 
tween Broadway and Sixth ayenue have the 
subways prepared, and the destruction will 
be continved there. Commissioner Gibbens 
of the Board of Electrical Control said last 
night that he did not believe that much in- 
convenience would result fr the downfall 
of the wires. The electric *Hght folks have

A FEARFUL TRAGEDY. 


Thomas Dominguez Murders His Wife and 
Commits Suicide. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., April 16.—A fearful tragedy 
was enacted about 7 o’clock this morning in 
the rear of 154 Seneca street, a tenement oc- 
cupied by Thomas Dominguez, a Spaniard 
aged about 38, his wife, Clarina, and their two 
little children. Dominguez had been out all 
night. On his return he attacked his wife 
with a razor. The house consisted of 


five rooms, one being used for a 
kitchen and sitting room, while the other 
three were used as bed rooms. From their 
appearance after the crime it would seem that 
afearful struggle ensued between the hus- 
band and wife and that he must have attacked 
her almost the moment he entered the kitchen 
from the hall. The woman, it is thought, was 
standing at the stove cooking breakfast, when 
he sprang upon her with the razor and gave 
her the first blow. She must have fought des- 
perately for her hands, arms, head and face 
were cut and slashed in many places, but he 
finally obtained the mastery and almost cut 
her bead from her body. The fiend 
then dragged her down stairs and threw her 
outupon the pavement inthecourt, where 
she died. He then went back into what 
might be called the front bedroom, from 
which he could see his wife lying below al- 
most swimming in her blood. Standing there 
he, with the same razor, cut his throat, leav- 
ing a hole into which aman could easily push 
both hands, and falling close to the window. 
He must have died almost instantly. The 
murderer left a letter written in Spanish, in 
which he accused his wife of infidelity and 
said he had made up his mind to kill her. He 
had lately been in New York, but returned 
home a few days ago. 


LABOR NEWS, 


The Baltimore & Ohio Employes and the 
Insurance Scheme,

THE REVOLUTION IN SAYTI, 


News of Gen. Legitime's Success in a Recent 
Decisive Battle. 


NEW To, April 16.—Chariles Preston, son 
of Haytien Minister Preston, who represents 
Legitime’s Government in New York, has just 
returned from the seat of war in Hayti. 
Mr. Preston brought copies of Le Moniteur 
printed in Port-au-Prince, April 4, containing 
the latest news of the war. Gen. St. Fleur 
Paul of Legitime’s army has captured 
L’ Artibonite and is threatening Gonaves and 


St. Marc. Seven hundred refugees have come 
to his army for protection. The capture of 
Hippolyte’s stronghold, Dessalines, is thus 
officially described: 

**At6o’clock inthe morning Gen. Dardig- 
ttacked the formidable ramparts 
se-a- Roche, two miles from Dessalines 

a terrible fight, which lasted 
four hours, dislodged the enemy from their 
stronghold before Legitime’s forces, left 
twenty wounded and five dead. Among the 
last was Gen. Bayard, the veteran commander 
of the place of Gran Salines. 
At 12 o’clock the division of Gen. Dardignac 
was atthe doors of Dessalines awaiting the 
division of Gen. Nirret in order to continue his 
operations. That division, after a terrible 
conflict, arrived at 1 o’clock and at 4 
o’clock the enemy had left their stronghold 
andthe two divisions entered the impreg- 
nable fortress of Dessalines. These two mem- 
orable days have cost the rebels forty-four 
dead, 182 wounded and 103 prisoners. This 
battie is regarded as a decisive one in favor of 
Legitime.

THE SUGAR TRUST. 
Its Soul Still 


Practically Smashed but 
Marching On. 


NEw YORK, April 16.—The Sugar Trust is 
gone tosmash, but its soul is still on earth 
under new conditions. This information is 
given upon the authority of a gentleman who 
knows exactly what he is talking about, but 
whose name is withheld from publication at 
his particular request. On February 16, 
1888, by a resolution of the State 


Senate, the Senate Committee on General 
Laws began an investigation relative to trusts 
and Gen. Roger A. Pryor was appointed 
counsel to this committee, more 722 
known as the Ives Committee. * ong and 
tedious examinations and investigations fol- 
lowed and suit was brought at the instance of 
the commftee against thé North River Sugar 
Refining Co., one of the corporations forming 
part of the Sugar Trust, on the ground that 
the company referred to had violated and 
therefore forfeited its charter by joining the 
trust. 

Judge Barrett, after careful consideration of 
Gen. Pryor’s arguments, decided that the 
North River Sugar Refining Co. had violated 
its charter by joining the trust and a receiver 
for the company was appointed. The victory 
caused the trust to tremble and look for some 
means of dodging the law, for it was apparent 
that similar action could be successfully taken 
against the other corporations forming the 
Sugar Refining Co. (as the sugar trust is 
officially known), 

Suit was recently brought against the 
American Sugar — Co. at San Francisco, 
in the name ofthe people and upon the same 
allegations that were urged by Gen. Pryor in 
the action against the North River Sugar Re- 
fining Co., and then it was discovered that 
the American Sugar Refining Co. had assigned 
to Theodore Havemayer, Henry O. Have- 
meyer and Charles H. Sneff. nder these 
circumstances, of course, the case of the 

eople in San Francisco must fall through 

or having no property, by reason ofthe as- 

signment, a receiver cannot be appointed 
and the company will possibly be run 8 
by the two Havemeyers and Mr. Sneff. The 
people ofthis State have an action pending 
against the Havemeyers and Elder Co, and the

He 
appears at the head of a storming party at La 
Vendee and is enabled to save his wife from 
his villainous friend, and to save 
the «lives of his royalist friends from 
therabbie. There are other interesting per- 
sonages, such as Delaroche, the Royalist 
General, Carroc, a leader of the Anarchists. 
Thereis scarcely a particle of comedy inthe 
play, only a strained attempt at it, but luria 
and somber as are the pictures, the love story 
is full of romantic interest and the close of the 
play is bright. One remarkable feature of the 
drama is that with its sember and bloody 
background the blood is mainly suggested, as 
the only death among the stage personages 16 
thatofthe villain Marquis, who dies by his 
own hand. 

The fine effectiveness of the play is due in 
large measure to the performance of the com- 
pany. Joseph Haworth is known to St. Louls- 
ans only in melodrama.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION, 


Judge Thayer Defines What Matter Can Go 
Through the Mails. 


Judge Thayer handed down a written opinion 
this morning on the demurrer to the indict- 
ment against Dr. Frank D. Clarke, who is 
charged with sending obscene matter through 
the mail. Clark e demurred to the indictment 
on the grounds, first, that the pamphlet is not 
obscene, and secondly, on the ground that 
even if itis unfit for general circulation, yet 


it may be lawfully sent through the 
mails to certain persons, and the indict- 
ment is defective because it does not show by 
proper averments that the publication was 
not mailed to such persons. Judge Thayer 
says thatthe demurrer assumes that the pub- 
lication in question isa part of the record, 
and that the court may properly determine on 
demurrer whether itis or is not obscene, but 
that position is untenable. It bas now be- 
come the common practicein such cases to 
describe the publication in the indictment so 
that it may be identified and aver that it is 
obscene, so obscene that it is unfit to be 
spread upon the record, and this practice was 
adopted, at least in part, for the purpose of 
— obscene and indecent matter from 

ecoming 4 part of u er ma- 
nent publicg record. Judge hayer 
thought that the question whether the 
publication was or was not obscene rested 
with the jury, and as there might be diversity 
of opinion if passed upon by various persons, 
concerning whether the pamphlet was likely 
to bave a bad effect upon the minds of those 
who read it, he thought both the Government 
and the defendant had a right to bave the 
question decided by a jury. Even if the pam- 
phiet complained of had been set out in the 
indictment so as to form a part ofthe record, 
he would not, he says, feel authorized to de- 
clare on the demurrer whether it was obscene 
or not. It was urged that the Court 
ought at least to presume from the 
inspection of the pamphlet that 
the author's motives were laudable, but, even 
if that is 80, says Judge Thayer, it will not 
benefit the defendant if his pamphlet is found 
to be, in fact, indecent or obscene. 

As to the point made by the counsel for the 
defendant that the indictment did not aver 
that the defendant sent the pamphlet to per- 
sons to whom it might not properly be sent. 
Judge Thayer says that it is true, 
treatises on certain deseases ma be 
sent through the mail to medical students, 
practitioners or other persons, for proper 
purposes, but to prove that they were sent to 
persons proper to receive them or for proper 
purposes is a defense and itis not necessary 
to anticipate or negative that defense in the 
indictment. 

The demurrer was overruled.

C. Jesup, a West Washing- 
ton Market butcher in payment for a $45.10 
purchase of beef. The difference, $23.62, was 
bandedthe young man who made the pur- 
chase, in cash. An attempt to deliver the 
goods at the address given by the pur- 
chaser resulted in the discovery that there 
was no such place, and Mr. Jesup found him- 
self in possession of a forged check. 
David Wolf was arrested and in a police 
court pleaded not guilty. He entered the 
game plea when arraigned before Judge Mar- 
tine in the Court of General Sessions January 
li last. However, he was convicted, two wit- 
nesses, omployes of Jesup, positively identi- 
fying him as tne man who passed the forged 
check, and, as has been said, he is now serv- 
ing the sentence then imposed. At this junc- 
ture Wm. Gross comes upon the scene. It is 
as well to state first that Gross is 
an assumed name. This young man 
is the son of one of the most 


prominent cattle dealers in New York 
and, Brooklyn and every effort to hide his 
identity has been made. The efforts of the 
elder ‘*‘Gross,’’ who under his own name is 
guite well known socially, resulted in seri- 
ous business disaster and almost financial 
wreck, but he has at last recovered. Young 
Gross was indicted for larceny in the second 
degree on the charge of obtaining money and 
— under faise pretenses in Washington 
Market by passing a check on the Columbia 
Bank, purportn have been signed by one 
Martin Daly, and made to the order of Jacob 
Strauss and one Oppenheimer. by whom it was 
apparentiy indorsed. Gross was brought to 
trial, and on the evidence adduced he was 
convicted, it appearing that Martin Daly, 
whose name appeared asmaker of the check, 
had no account with the Columbia Bank. 
ANOTHER CRIM®. 
At the same time young Gross was charged 
with forgery with respect to a check given to 
M. attic, a Harlem jeweler, for $190 
ayment for two diamond ear rings, 
To the first indictment Gross pleaded guilty; 
the second has not been tried. Several simi- 
ar forgeries were committed about the same 
me. Both young men were brought together 
face to face, it being believed they were ac- 
complices, and their similarity was noted. 
Gross swore he had never seen Wolf before 
and declared that he had no accomplice, that 
he was alone in his crime. 

On account ofthe intercession of influential 
friends and testimony as to the young 
man’s previous good character Judge 
Gildersiceve simply sentenced Gross to the 
Reformatorg at Elmira. Since going to El- 
mira, Gross, who seems to have several par- 
ticles of manhood still left in him, has con- 
fessed that it was he and he alone who com- 
mitted the forgery for which poor Wolf is 
serving sentence. He bas acknowledged, too, 
the entire number of similar crimes com- 
mitted about this time, having decided to

CANNOT HOLD THE MEN. 


STRIKING CARPENTERS DISSATISFIED AND 
WANT TO GO TO WORK. 


A Compromise Plan Proposed at the Meet- 
ing This Morning—Only $1,000 Received 
for Distribution Among 1,500 Men— What 
the Journeymen Painters Are Doing—The 
Laborers’ Fights. 


When the striking carpenters were called to 
order by W. H. Kliverin Central Turner Hall 
at 10 o’clock this morning, the reporters who 
up to this time have been present at every 
meeting were requested to leave. This 
action was hardly necessary as they 
knew what was going to transpire 
during their absence. It is known thata num- 
ber of men went to work Monday morning for 
bosses who had agreed to give 40 cents an 
hour. They had been out two weeks and 
could stand it no longer. It set a bad example 
to the others, and this, con- 
nected with the fact that only $1,000 
bad been sent by the Executive Committee 
of the Brotherhood for distribution among 
1,500 men, caused great dissatisfaction. It 
was thought not less than $5,000 would be 
sent, and $8,000 was expected. Not many ap- 
plied for assistance up to last Saturday night, 
and the greater part of those who did applied

yesterday, togetber with the donations of the 
Cigar-makers’ Union and $500 from outside 
parties, whose names cannot be learned, and 
a donation of meat for twenty families for two 
weeks by the Butchers’ Union, would have 
been sufficient to keep up the strike 
a month longer. The trouble with carpenters 


is that they receive such small pay and work 
only seven months a year; this hardly allows 
them to save enough to go out on a prolonged 
strike. The leaders sawthey could not hold 
the men much longer and the next best thing 
to do wasto declare a boycott against the 
master builders who would not sign and go to 
work for those who did. A vote was taken on 
this which was about equally divided between 
remaining on a strike and going to work. It 
was finally decided to await the action of the 
Master builders, who have signed, as a 
mass-meeting has been called forthem atthe 
Central Turner Hall to-night. 
AN ATTEMPT WILL BE MADE
